So reflegting upon his irreparable Lofs,, he continued 
in aninconfolable Condition, overwhelmed with Grief 
and Anguith,,’till “the Evening, and then ftripping 
 himfelf of all his Imperial Ornaments and Princely 
' Robes, he clad himfelf in very mean Garments; and 
then taking a Staff in his Hand, he left hisRoyal Pa-

After fome little 
Paufing, K:/ chofe the Black one, as imagining it 
contained the greateft Quantity of Rain, and depart- 
ed full of Joy, thinking his Supplication had been 
heard, according to his Defire. In his Way home, 
fo foon as he came to the Valley of Mogaith, in the 
Country of the Adites, he acquainted them with his 
imagined Succefs, and thefe fenfelefs, mifguided Peo- 
ple ran out to meet the Cloud, which was full of no- 
thing but divine Vengeance, and inftead of the de- 
fired and exp~éted Showers of Rain, produced.a moft 
violent Wind, exceffive cold and piercing, which con- 
tinually blowing for Seven Days, deftroyed all the 
Infidels in the Country, and none were left alive but

Ecaufe, what has been faid concerning Solomon's 
having the abfolute Dominion over all thofe Spe- 

cies of Beings; by the Virtue of his King, .shas, per- 
haps, rais’d the Curiofity of the Reader tc be, in fome 
Meafure, acquainted with the Ideas the Orientals have, 
of thofe (as fome think) imaginary Creatures; I pre- 
fent him with the few following Hints. To pretend 
to fet. down at large the Tythe of all the fabulous. 
Stories 1 have heard, concerning Fairies, &e. would’ 
be both an endlefs and ridiculous Tafk :. Their Ro- 
mances abound with them ; and, ’tis to be prefund, 
That moft of what we find in ours, uponsthat Sub- 
jet, owes its Original to the pregnant Brains of the 
Eaftern Writers, who were in all Ages very fruitful 
in Inventions of that Kind. -—- The Arabians call 
them E/ Finnoon, which is the Plural of Jinn or Gen’; 
the Turks likewife call them jin/er, in the Plural ; 
and the Perfians call them by the Names of Dives - 
«and Per:, which laft feems to be fomething like Fairy; 
and from the firft, certainly came the Latin Word 
Divs, and the Greek o:@-5 for, in fhort, the Divi 
of the Gentiles were no other than Gezii, Daemons, 
and fuch like Creatures of a different Species from 
Men, as D’Herbelot affirms. See the Word Div. 
ve Fhe Mabometans hold them to be neither 
~ Ange)s, Men, nor Devils, but Gemii.and Demons, as 
. errets had. &, and a Sort of Grants, not-of Hu- 
+ mane 
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mane Race, but compos‘d of am itter.— 
Among thefe Dives or Finzoon, there are {ome whicl 
are diftinguifhed (pasticularly by the Perfiaz Authors) 
by the Name of Ner or Nere, and are looked upon 
as the moft dangerous and dreadful of all the others; 
Thefe are held to be the Males, and are always ‘at 
War with the Péri, who pafs for Females, and are 
not thought te be fo wicked and mifchievous as the for- 
mer, but mild and harmlefs : Nor are they, fay the 
Mabhometans, begot by the Neri, or Male Dives, but 
are of a quite different Species. —-—— They have 
a Fairy-Land as well as we, which they call by the 
Name of Finiftan. ——~ Their Mythologi/ts all agree, 
That thefe Peri are kind, good and benevolent, and 
do no Manner of Harm, unlefs provoked by very ill 
Ufage. bey figure them to be of an exquifite lovely 
and beautiful Form; and an exceeding beautiful Wo- 
man is by the Perfians (efpecially the Poets) called 
Peri-sadeh, or, Born of a Peri or Farry, trom which 
the Greeks, by Corruption, have made the Name Pa- 
rifatis the Daughter of Beriws, as they have that of 
Statira from Sitarah, and Roxana from Roufben, which 
fignify a Srar, and Ligbr. They hold, that 
they were created, and governed the World, long be- 
fore Adam ; and in the Number of thefe Fairies, are in- 
cluded, as I have faid, all the Good and Evil Genii, 
and the Giants who waged War with Men in the firft 
Ages. — Abou Giafar in bis Chronicle, fays, 
That the Dives ruld the Univerfe Seven thoufand 
‘Years; after which, they, for their Wickednefs, had 
the Monarchy taken from them by God, and were 
fucceeded by the Peri, who held the Government for 
Two thoufand Years longer, under the Command of 
Gian ben Gian their fole and fovereign Monarch: But 
thele likewife having offended God, He fent Eb/is or 
Satan to have the abfolute Command upon Eai 
who then being an Ange compofed out of the Ele- 
ment of Fire, and, confequently, of a nobler Nature 
than they, had his Abode in Heaven. When’hehad 
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eceived thefe Orders from his Lord , he defcended into 
this World, and made War upon the Dives and the 
Peri, whohad now confederated together for their mu- 
tual Defence. In thefe Wars fome of the Dives fiding 
with Eb/zs, had leave to remain in this World, whilft 
the reft, and by far the greateft Part, being vanguifh’d, 
were expelled and confined in Finmiftan or Fairy-Land: 
Here they continued ’till the Days of Adam, and after 
that, down to the Time of So/omon, who had them all 
under his Subjection. But to return to Eblis, who be- 
ing grown more formidable by the Affiftance of thofe 
(New-comers, attack’d, and intirely defeated the Mo- 
narch Gian ben.Gian, (of whofe Exploits and myfte- 
rious Shield, many Fables are told) and foon becaine 
abfolute Mafter of all the lower World, whigh had, at 
that Time, no other Inhabitants but thofe two Sorts of 
Creatures.

The Me- 
thods prattifed by thefe Operators, are various and 
different: In moft Cafes where we Europeans have Re- 
courfe to an able Phyfician, the Aftaticks and Africans 
fend for a Talib Hakim, or a {kilful Tab, meaning 
one of thofe Students in the B/ack- Arr who has acqui- 
fed the Reputation of having the Gem (at leaft fome 
of them) under his Subjection. Nothing is more com- 
mon than to fee, People with a Scrip ot Paper, writ- 
ten all over, and folded up in a fmall Compafs, hang 
dangling down their Foreheads for fore Eyes, or the 
Head-ach, Pain in the Ears, Tooth-ach, &c.: Nay, 
for all Sorts of Fevers, and, in a Word, for all Dr- 
ftempersa thefe Impoftors are generally? fent for, and 
never put\Pen to Paper without a Fee, and are treat- 
ed with great Refpect, the Patients and their Friends 
kiffing their Hands and Veftments. They burn fe- 
veral Sorts of Drugs and Perfumes in their Operati- 
ons, and though, generally fpeaking, ther fallacious 
Charms are writ upon whye Paper, others upon red, 
blew, yellow, black, “7c. yet fome of them, on divers 
Occafions, write upon Parchment and the dry’d Skins 
of feveral Beafts, as Goats, Sheep, Camels, Oren, &c, 
and fometimes upon the Leaves of Trees, and a hun- 
dred fuch fantaftical Abfurdities. Some of this Trafh 
they burn under the Nofe of the fick or ailing Perfons, 
with a Sheet or Blanket drawn over their Heads, to 
tsaivent the Smoak of thofe precious Remedies frorn , 
‘evaporating in vain: Others they faften about their 
Arms, Necks, &c.: For they are fo ftupidly bigotted 
to tig Sapien, that they believe, with an impli- 
cite Credulity, That thofe Scrauls have an efficacious 
Power to affuage any Pain, and to.cure any Ailin 
whatfoever ; imputing fcarce any Diftemper to nat 
ral Caufes, but imagine ‘that moft proceed from the 
Genii. Thefe Writings, which they call Harrouz, are 
ufed by Way of Anticipation and Prevention. and 
here are few of either Sex, but what have ford of 
hem upon’ their ArmspiHeads, &c. and many t6p- 
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_ ping Men will have a dozen or more, neatly {titch’d 
up in fine Leather, (either embroider’d or without) 
and hung under their Arms ina Silk String. The 
Caps of their Children are feldom without fome of the 
ame, few’din Bits of Silk, &c. to preferve them from 
Sicknefs, but, more efpecially, from Evil Eyes, and 
Witchcraft. The fame Method they take with their 
Cattle,and one can very rarely meet with a Horfe,Mare 
or Mule of any Value, without one ‘about its Neck. 
They fancy the Genz frequent the Stables, &c. very 
much, and therefore, can't endure any Body fhould 
make Water upon the Dung of Horfes, or the like. 
It is taken. asa very grofs Affront, and fcarcely par- 
donable to mention thefe Praternatural Beipigs where 
Children are, efpecially when they are,véry young; 
nor is it mannerly to commend a Child, Horfe, te 
for its Beauty, .without adding Alleb-baric, God blefs 
it; for they have terrible Apprehenfions of Fafcination 
by evil or enviows Eyes. ——— The Ancient Romans 
were no Strangers to this Notion ; for Virgrl fays, 


Nefcio quis teneros oculus mihi fafcinat agnos. « 


To enumerate one half of the Stories I could tell 
upon this Subjeét, would be to {well this Volume to 
an enormous Bulk, and to tire the Reader’s Patience;

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Explain d. 239° 
fince he firft gave out, That he was effectually join'd . 
in Marriage to a Daughter of the King of the Red 
Genii (tor they diftinguifh the Furies under different — 
Tribes and Colours; thefe are to be underftood of the 
Peri, or harmlefs and benevolent Species) and that 
every Beas, Night, this beautiful Fairy-Lady 
came, invifiblé to all Eyes but his, and was Sha- 
rer with him in his Bed. At which Times he 
never fail’d -of* being ready to receive her, after 
he had purified himtelf at the Bagnio, and put 
on clean and perfumed Garments. Her Appare- 
ment was always kept extremely neat, and {melt 
like a Perfumer’s Shop, with the greas Quantity of 
the choic&ft Incenfe continually burnt. therein; nor 
would he ver facrilegioufly fuffer either of his other 
Wives (for he had Two of Mortal Extrafioz) to pol- 
lute that Chamber with their groffer Perfpirations, 
but held it inviolably facred for the Scene of more 
refined Embraces in the Armsof their lamortal Rivals 
fo that thofe good Ladies*could never hope for any 
Family-Benevolence upon a Thurfday Night. All 
this, like dutiful and fubmiflive Wives, they bore 
without Murmuring. But, to make fhort, this till 
then happy Man, had difoblig’d fome of the princi- 
pal Turks (of whom there are many Hundreds in the 
Town, and are far from being fo credulous, or having 
fo mighty a Veneration for thofe fandtified Folks, as 
the Native Moors). who refolving to be reveng’d,

off at the Price of Four Thoufand Dollars. . The. Pri- 
foneryswho imagin’d the great Credit and Reputa-

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s the former Beys, | 
Prot him, fancy’d the Bey was in 
_ Jeft, or, at Jeaft, that his Friends and Admirers wouid 
| not fail to make Interceflion for his Releafe, upon 
~ much eafier Terms, as in Reality they did, in Swarins, 
to very little Purpofe ;. for the avaritious Turk 
as inexorable; and having, in more menacing Terms, 
ent to him again tor a conclufive Anfwet, the poor 
Devil was obliged to fet his Hand to the fatal Pnitru- 
ment, wherein he acknowledged himfelf indebted the 
full Sum of Four Thoufand Crowns to the Bey/ick or 
Government.

| That thofe unmanageable Petty-Tyrants are dange- 
tous Edg’d-Tools to meddle with. ——— In a Word, 
our Criminal was forced to procure the Security of 
“Twelve of the moft refpomfible Houfe-keepers in the 
~ Town, for the {peedy Payment of the demanded Sum ; 
‘upon which Terms, he had the Liberty of returning 
Home, that his Royal Bride might,not be difappoint- 
kd. As his Difpofition was naturally generous, and 
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himfelf fumething inclining to Epicurifm, he had li- 
ved too high to be Mafter of much ready Cath; fo 
that he found he was obliged to ftrip himfelf and his 
Wives of all their moft valuable Moveables, as Things 
for which he could get a fpeedy Sale, and, with fome 
Difficulty, made up Two thoufand Five hundred Pre- 
ces of Eight: But the Bey, by his reiterated Meffages; 
giving him to underftand, that if the remaining Fif- 
teen hundred wert not ready, and punétually paid at 
the appointed Day, he fhould intallibly receive Fifteen 
hundred Baftinadoes, which fhould be no Inducement

Corner of his long, loofe Garment, and fo to lead 
kim out a Pace or two from the Door, to try if it 
be once poffible to prevent the faid Prefent being 
re-taken from him.

Scene. 1 could inftance many of his bungling Tricks 
enough to make any but the blind bigotted Afri- 
cans eafily perceive themfelveg to be grofsly impo- 
fed upon; but, to have done with this filly Subject, 
fhall fet down only one, whereat I was prefent, and 
which has been far more prejudicial to his Reputati- 
on, than all the Incidents of his paft Life.

his Miffion, but mentions none of them. But the 
Author of the Book called Aibet Baberat, The vifi-

and he was followed’ by Galib Mader , the next to 
him was Mador, whofe Son and Succeflor was Ama- 
dor; and this was the Father of the Sanctified (2) 
Khedbir : And though the Courle of this our Genea- 
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i my Author call, it Al Fadir, is no 
elpeéted Prophet of theirs, whom the Ara- 
y and the Turks and Perfians pronounce Khi- 
They all in general confound the Prophets 
@, and Elias with thi, KAvdiir of theirs. whom they 
pe mes call likewife ia or Elia, -- — Thty write. (but more 
. curly certain Perfisn Poet) That bel’ found tie Foun- 
“tain Abou Hiat, or, of Life, of which having drank plentifully, he 


Ele Life, which is the Nacure ot that Water; though 
d, That his Abode is fometimes in Heaven, but oftner upon 
Earth; upon which Account of his Immortality, he got the Name of 
Kbedbir, which fignifies Green and flour fbing. The Twa- 
rich Montekheb makes this Prophet to have been bo nin Abraham's 
Days, and to be the Nephew of that Patu‘arch, as hkewile, to have

Jeaft, what their Ance- 
ftors were infl. uted by tome of the Difciples & Elijah, or Elifha 5 
which Fable proceeds trom &liiah’s caufing Fire to“falt“zom Heaven, 
and his being taken up ina fiery Chariot, which Element the Zoroae 
Sirians make the chict Obje& of their Worfhip and Adaration.-— ce 
Mahow erans firmly believe, that Elijah, Eiia, or Kbeay) will ap-.

’ very laudable Inftitution; for every Night con- 
ftantly, before he went to Reft, he performed Ten 
Proftrations, &c. of Devotion, with a Hundred Tas- 
hibes (a); this he never failed to do, withont omit- 
ting the Jeaft Tittle of what he obliged himfelf, by a 
folemn Vow, to obferve. But one Night, finding 
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Mounce all he utter’d, fo diftinét!y plain, and crv’d out; “ O 
“ thou who antwereft me ! If thou art of che Rank of Angels,

to fet out, very joyful and in great Order. Abun- 
dance of Camels were laden with their Arms and 
Provifions, and thus, in a very fplendid Equipage, 
Hafhem took his Leave, and marched on his Way, 
followed by his Forty Cavaliers, who were all No- 
bles of the greateft Account, and in whofe Countenances 
were evident’ Signs of Satisfaction and Content.

High | 
and Potent Prince of the SupreynesSChrone! May 
your Arrival into our Country beé\propitious! You, 
“ who are the Quinteflence of Hofpitaityend Genie- 
rofity ; whofe liberal Hands are always open to en- 
tertain the Huggies who, with a pious Devotion, 
refort in Pilgrimage to vifit God’s Houfe , never refu- 
fing to lavifh your Stores to accommodate thofe who 
ftand in Need of your A&iftance; I bid yousa 
hearty Welcome: All you require at my Hands, 
and even more, fhall moft willingly be complied 
with. The Damfel you have been pleafed to men- 
“ tion, is my own Dearly-beloved Daughter ; tho’ 
“* fhe has the intire Management and Difpofal of her 
“ Perfon, Houfe and Affairs. She went hence Yef- 
“ terday, accompanied by a great Number of her 
“* Servants and Dependants, to the famous Fair of Cai- 
** cana, about fome Negotiations of Importance. If, 
“ ip 
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in the mean while, you will be pleafed to remain 
» © my Guefts, 1 fhall think my Houfe highly honour-

“ed with your worthy Prefence, and engage myfelf 


to ferve you to the very utmoft of my Power, asI 

think myfelf in Duty bound to do. ” 

In fine, Without more Arguments, they were all 
conducted, antl took up their Lodging at Omar's Houfe, 
Father to the intended Bride, where they were enter- 
tained with all the Courtcfy and Magnificence imagin- 
able, and the Tables were covered with vaft Plenty of 
exquifite Dainties, abundance of Prefents and Regales 
being brought by the principalGentry of the Town s and 
fo they paffed the greateft Part of that Night in Mirth 
and Rejoicing, and then betook themfelves to Reft. 

~The next Morning early, Owar’s Houfe was throng’d 
with Ladies; no one Matron, or Virgin, of any con-

Stiff-necked Obftinacy of a partial 
Enemy ! Unbelief confpicuoufly vifible! Errors unde- 
niably confirmed! Was any other Generation but this 
ever heard of, to harbour Malice and Prejudice fo in- 
confiftent with Reafon? What! abominate and perfe- 
cute that, which, at the fime Inftant, they cannot 
avoid praifing! Strange Incoherency! To utter, with 
the very fame Breath; Encomiums and Execrations 
upon the fame Subject! a 

“Armon continuing his Speech, goes on thus; “O 
** pernicious and fatal Accident! O mol®@¥plorable, 
mortal, and inevitable Stroke! This Wound, in- 
ftead of healing, becomes wider and more danger- 
ous, alid will foon bring us to the Earth, and bury, 
our very Name in the Duft! This unhappy Stroke 
“ will be the utter Deftruétitn of all your fruitfhl’ 
“* Lands and ftately Edifices! ‘This will throw down 
“ your {trong Walls and your Fences; it will dif- 
comfit your Warriors, blunt your Weapons, and 
deftroy your Caftles! It will make your Habita- 
“ tions defolate, pollute your Wives and Sifters, and 
“ deflower your Daughters! It will {pill the Blood of 
*“ your Veins, and will lay open all your fecret Im- 
“ purities! All this, and much more, will be brought 
“to pafs by Him, whofe Guardians and perpetual

At the pathetick Arguments their highly-revered 
Orator had vomited with fo much Spleen and Ran- 
cour, that invidjous and tumultuous Rabble, thofe 
abandoned murmuring Wretches, wept bitterly, and 
began, all with one Voice, to cry uut, “ Advife us, thou 
“ unerring Oracle! Let us know what thou thinkeft 
‘“ proper to command us to do in_ this Exigence, 
“ that we may be delivered from this impending Ruin 
* and Defolation, which thou haft denounced unto us!” 
To which Armon, inDefpair, with a mournful Voice, 
replied; “ Alas! Alas! Woe, Woe unto ye! All will 
“be in vain! Your Efforts will prove Abortive, 
““and of no Effect! Your Swords and Spears will 
‘© nothing avail you! Alas! we ¢find it written in

* that fatal and deftructive Light before st produceth

‘* who is to be the true Owner thereof, may never be 
** born to our Ruin! ” 

This they faid, and it was unanimoufly approved 
of by the whole Congregation, who were now all bufily 
employed in fetting their Inventions upon the Rack, 
and forming Schemes how they might deftroy Ha/hem 


and his Affociates: And from hence, the Hatred and 
3 Rancour 
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Rancour they have fince manifefted, on innumerable 
Occafions, againft the Light of Mabomet, had its 
Original Rife. 

But I wil] leave thofe malicious Wretches and 
their impious Intentions for awhile; for rbey who are 
among wicked Perfons, cannot be long before they bear 
fome of their infamous Exploits: They will foon be in- 
troduced again upon the Stage in a proper Place, 
when what I have hinted above wall be tully con- 
firmed.

“* good News to tell thee of an Embafly which fills 
“my Heart with Jey, and ennobles thee far beyond 
Expreffion. ” “ Let me alone, I befeech you, my 
** Dear Father, replied fhe. Leave me at prefent, I 
“ humbly intreat you, to my {vothing Thoughts ; Go 
“ not about to obftru& my Sight from the prefent 
*¢ Object of my wondering Eyes: Say nothing to me, 
I beg you; for the greateft Tydings in the World, 
“ the higheft Honours upon Earth, the moft pompous 
“ Grandeur, Popularity, Adulation, Wealth, nay, 
* the utmoft Summit of Human Felicity, or, in a 
ay * ‘Word,

“Word, all that is contained, comprehended, and 
*< created in the Univerfal Globe, is nothing in Com- 
“* parifon to what my ravifhed Eyes now behold 
“ upon the Forehead of that Man, whofe Counte- 
“* nance cafts forth fo glorious a Brightnefs!”’ “ Why, 
“ that is what I meant, my beloved Daughter, faid 
* the overjoyed Omar ; thofe are the jeyful Tydings 
“ I came to impart to you: That moft mighty Per- 
* fonage is the greateft Champion of our Times, 
“ and of the higheft Fame and Rerlown in all the 
“ Tand: He is the celebrated Hafbem, the Son of 
€ Abdulmenaf, whofe noble Stock and Family hath no 
“© Equal for Honour and Purity of Blood : They 
“ are the Chieftains of the Tribe of Koreilh, 
“ and Sovereign Lords of the Holy City Mecca: The 
“ troe and only Caufe of his coming hither, is to

When Salma heard this unexpected Explanation of

This Sa/ma faid to retrieve what fhe had been too 
precipitate in .Wifcovering, and as a Blind, that he 
Father might not too clearly dive into her Inclinatieks 
and ardent Affection. —— This Lady was Aprons 
{cendantly replete with Prudence, Good-Conduét and 
Difcretion: The Features of her Face were admirable, 
and of a moft exquifite Symmetry, and her Air and Mien 
both charming and majeftick. Her Stature was com= 
plete, and her Shape and Make perfectly fine and ey&ét, 
nothing inclining to either Extreme, but from Hedd to 
Foot fhe was all Perfection. Her Speech was grace- 
ful, and the Accent of her Voice {weet and melodious: 
She had a happy Volubility of Tongue, and her Re- 
plies were always folid and pertingnt to the Subject, 
and fometimes fharp andewitty. Her nice Education 
and profound Lezfning had much improved her own 
admirable Genius. She was wonderfully courteous, 
affable and pleafant to all; benevolent, charitable, 
compaffionate, and intirely frec from the leaft Speck 
of Sordffinefs or Ill-nature; and, in fine, fhe was.a 
complete Compound of all Graces and Perfections :

Se/ma, in a great Surprize, replied; ‘ J intreat 
you, obliging, venerable Old-Man, that you will 
conceal nothing from me, but relate the naked 
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“* Truth in allits Particulars ; for ¢ Lyelta the Mouth 
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of a Man as ever the Deftroyer of bis good Name, 
and nothing can pofftbly be bafer than that Man who 
mulicioufly endeavours to decerve another. 
The invidious Frre-brand returned this Anfwer; 
Hafbem, as your Eyes have been Witneffes, Madam, 
is a very graceful, beautiful and agreeable Gentle-

*© citing? Since the leaft of them all, would have 
“Been more than fufficient to make his Errand inef- 
“ factual, and to frighten away all Thoughts I might 
“ever have entertained of confenting to be his Wite:

Silence hu.ving been commanded, and -io ftridly 
obferved, that not the leaft Whifper was to be heard 
among all that great Concourfe ofPeople , it was firlt 
broken by Almutalib, Brother to Halbem, who was the 
greateft Orator, and the moft eloquent of Speech 
of allhis Tribe, and whofe Prudence was held in 
high Efteem by all.

tranfinitred to us, as an Inheritance, even fromour 
firft @riginal Father ; patiing throughthe Loins 
of the moft eminent Worthies, and the Wombs of 
the chaiteft and moft reclufe Matrons, trom ’Fa* 
ther to Son fuccefhively, in a direct, uninterrupted 
* Line, down to Luai, Caebu, and Kufar, ’till at laft 
““it came to be inherited by our Father gpg Ante- 
*ceflor Abdulmenaf, who held it, “till having run 
* the regwar, Gourfe, 7¢ was by him, transferred to 
“ this our Brother Hafhem, who, among*all Men, is 
the Lamp and Luminary of the prefent Age, and 
the Protector aral Defender of our Laws. We 
are free from all Manner of Foruication or Impu- 
“© rity, and all the vile Confequences thereof; which 
unclean Practices, as the Almighty Creator hath 
firjétly forbidden us to ufe, but, on the contrary, 
commanding us to join in lawful Matrimony, 
in order to avoid that Sin; fo our Brother Hafhem, 
guided by God, and having His Fear before his 
“< Fyes, is.come hither, as you fee, accompahied by 
“ his Brethren and Kinfinen, to afk of you, with all 
“* due Honour and Refpect, That you confent to give 
* him for his lawful Spoufe the matchlefs Sa/ma, only 
“ Daughter to Omar ; which illuftrious Lady is here 
in the Prefence of all this honourable Company. 
“ Confider now among yourfelves what Anfwer you

taking the Road back to Yarbrib, avhilft the noble Un- 
cle with the Child purfued their Journey te Mecca. 

As they were proceeding on their Way, very joy- 
fully, Almut/lib {aid to his beloved Nephew thus; 
“. Liften, ‘my dear Child, to what I am about to fay: 
“* My Counfel js,‘ that if you are asked who you are, 
*s be fre you conceal your Name, and let no body¥ 

« “know that you are, ay wife’ related to me; but, 
** to all who inquire, tell them, you are my Servant: 
“For, if at Yathrib you have had Snares laid for 
“ ‘your Life, and have been perfecuted by thofe Tray- 
“ tors; in the City we are now going to, we have 
“ likewife many of that perfidious, blood-thirfty 
““ Generation; wherefore, feeing you are not imme- 
© diately to take the Government of Mecca into 
** your own Hands, it is not at all convenient, that 
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in the Inthyim, they fhould know any thing of your 
“ Birth, or Defcent, or even have the leaft sufpicion 

" of it. »e 

Having given him tlfis neceflary Precautiom, and 
being now arrived at the City Gate, they began to 
make their Entry; the refplendent Rays of the Pro- 
phetick Light ftild going betore them, which from the 
Forehead of fbdo/mutalib caft no lefs bright Refle- 
étion, than doth a Gryftal Mirror reverberating the 
Beams of ee Sua. ® 

All whg beheld’ that meft beautiful Coustenance, 
were very yaquifitive in afking the Uncle, Who that 
vuely Child was, and from whence be ¢ronght him? Al- 
<,utalib very readily told all who'inquired, That*he 
was a Youth he bad brought from a diftant Country, where 
be bad lately been, and whem he intended to breed yp ity 
bis Family as a Domeftick. And, in Effect) frém thence 
forwards, «he was ever after called by the Name of 
(a), Abdolmutalib, inftead of Faibacanas, (rather Sheiyb] 
being thought by every body to be really A/mutalib’s 
Favourite-Page or Servant, upon which account ghey , 
gave him®*that Name. He was extremely beloved 
and ref{pected by the whole City; every one who be- 
held that glorious [ight, which was fo» con{picuous 
upon his levely Countenance, being inclined to have 
a moré than ordinary Affection for him, and were in- 
fenfibly infpired to beftow their Bensdidtions upon 
him. Nay, the People, in all their Neceflities, and 
Misfortunes, and upon all Occafions, gs want ef Rain 
ina droughty Year, or any fuch like Vifitations, 
and Tokens of God’s Wrathy which frequently ocqur s 
to Mankind, they would intercede, and implore the 
Mercy and Affiftance of the Lcrd of all Things, in 
his Name, ‘which Interceflions His Divine Majefty, 
out of his immerfe Bounty, would never {ail to geve 
Ear to, when made in the Name of that Poflefior of 
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(4) Abd, in Aradick, fignifies Servant, or Creature. 
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the Myffterious Light, and of his future Succeffor, 
the beatified Prophet Mahomet. 

The Faane of his exceeding Beauty, uncommon’ 
Quakfications, and great AGions extended itfelf, not 
only throughout Mecca, but over all its Territories, 
both far and near: And as it always happeneth, that 
thofe who are the moit eminently con{picuous for their 
extraordinary Merits ,and Pertectiors, are ever the 
moft liable to the Envy and Malice of Kivals, and fe- 

, cret Enemies, (who are nove but Men of bafe Princi- 
ples; nerdo they ever perfecute any but the Good aud 

« the Righteous) and by how much the mre they excrl 
in Virtue, and Riety, by fo much Rg they an 
to beexpofed to the Hatred and dangerous Treacheric’ - 
of the Wicked and Invidious. An undeniable Proof 
<of all this we have in this worthy Perfon, for, from 
the very Moment of his Birth, «till the Hour of his 
Death, his wicked Enemies were continually racking 
their Inventions to find out Means to defijoy him. 

In thofe Days, there lived in Megca a certain near 

_ Relation of this Abdolmutelib’s, being his, Coufin Ger- 
main, and Grandfon to the great Abdulnttnaf, who 
was a Man of good Parts, and Qualifications, but of 
an ambitious, haughty Mind; yet was honoured and 
refpected by all, for his high Detcent, and immenfe 
‘Riches. He was Grand Prefident of the Council, a 
very able’Statefinan, and had, ina manner, the whole 
Management of the Affairs of the City Mecca ; being 
the chief Miniftet at the Helm of the Government, 
and fo highly revered, and even feared. by all the In- 

, habitants, that none dared to. difobey or contradict 
him; as knowing the dangerons Confequences of ha- 
ving fo great a Politician for their Enemy :, For, ae 
Skill and Pevetration in State'Politicks are the principal 
Steps to high Stations and Dignities, fo an able Politician 
is a dangerous Enemy. 

Now Abdo/wutalib being grown up toMan’s Efiate, 
and was married and had got a Child (though he ftill 


retained the Prophegick Light, that Son. being not the 
: t ' Ele&ed 
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Eleéed Inhetitor thereof) the People’begin to flacken in 
_ their Refpect and Efteerf they were wont to have for 
his abovementioned Kinfinan, and, in fine,tthey took 
no more riotice.of him fand he was as much forgotten, 
as if he had been in the other World; tone applying 
to him in publick Matters, nor indeed upon any other 
Accolint ; nor was the leaft Regard fhewed to any of 
his Commandss, but, on the gontrary, they commit- 
ted all their Affairs te Abdolmuta/ib’s Management, de- 
' livering into his, Cuftody whe Keys of the City, and ofe 
the Councjl-Chamber, giving into his Poffeffion all the 
Archives apdpublick Writings, with the fole Go- « 
vernment of» the Holy Temple; nealéing him their 
Leader and General in the Field: Anti all the Inhabi~ 
tants, in general, moft willingly and readily fubmit- 
ted -themfelveg to his Obedience; nor did they gvet» 
. repent their putting the Power into his Hands. ° ’ 
The depofed Governor, enraged at thefe Proceed- 
» ings, his jealous Breaft boiling with Indignation, En- 
vy, Ambition ang Refentment, fqught all Occafions 
to thew the Sentimertts of fais incenfed Mind in fame 
Difcourfe With his newly advanced Kinfinan: When 
one Day he chanced to find him in the Company of 
feveral People; at what time, quite blinded with Rage, 
and ready to, burft with Malice, he accofted him in, 
thefe extravagant and reproachful Terms , 
““ “Whither, vain Boy, do your ambitious, haugh- 
“* ty Thoughts intend to hurry you? Tell me, thou 
worthlefs, ‘fantaftical Trifler, how’lygh would thy 
“ Vanity make thee afpire at laft, that thou thus 
“ foolifhly expofeft thy wreeched Ignorance to the « 
“open Air, without the leaft Solidity, or Founda- 
“tion? Or tell me, if, perhans, thou imagineft us to 
“* be ignorant who thou art. . We know thee perfectly 
“f well. It was but Yeltegsay, as it were, that than 
“ wert brought almoft naKed hither to this City front 
“© Yarbrib, where thow hadft led thy Life among thé 
“¢ Fews of that Place, a poor, defpicable, forlorn 


* ‘Wretch; a Sewant-Boy ; and hese among{t ws thou 
. . Aa “* wert 
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¢\wert always knéwn, and looked aponas ‘one of our 
“ Lackeys, a poor Boy to sun of an Errant: And 
“ now, «ali on a fudden, we behold thee refpected, | 

“ bowoured, and revered; dtvanced to the higheft 
“ Employs, and Pofts of the greatelt Dignity! We 
* fee thee puffed up with Pride and Ambition, forget- 
“ tul of thy mean, defpicable Original, and thy poor 
“ Capacity to gothrough what thou kaft undertaken. 
“ Thou haft no Children, nor art thou Man fafficient 

«‘ to beget them: From whence, therefore, comes it, 
“ that shou carrieft thyfelé with fo mach Haughtinefs 
« “ towards us; fince thou muft needs knaw, that God

+ Abdolntutalib, quite {candalized, and dut of Counte- 
nance at a Difcourfe fo difdainful and haughty, could 
not avoid fhewing his juft Refentmenty, and with that | 
undaunted Refolution, which was {9 natural to him, 
he made him this Return,,with am Accent and Gefture 
fomewhat difcovering the Difturbance of his Mind, 
and how much he was touched to the Quick: 

“ Were it not, faid he, for the Nearnefs of Blood 

* which God hath thought fit toinfufe into our Veins, 
“€ and which with-holds my Arm, and to which, and 
“ nothing elf, I have fome Regard, I would moft

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the more the Dedicator offendeth the Supreme Majéfty 
of God, and accumulateth his Sins, in failing of ac- 
complifhing what he hath dedicated. Vows and Pro- 
mifes are (or at leaft%always fhould be) free, fpenta- 
neous and voluntary, not forced and conftrained ; and 
more efpecially when made to God, and Himfelf is 
called upon t@ be the Witnefs; for then they become 
an Obligatory Precept ; and,to derogate from that, is 
a Perjury of an tnpardonable Nature: For, let us 
extenuate th Sif, ever femuch, by alledging, that % 
was a Vaw better to be breken than kept; yet ftill, he 
who is guilty of fuch a Perjury, certainly lofeth the 
Name of aefaithful Servant, and ferfeiteth his Word, 
and blafteth his Character, and his Reputation, tHere- 
by rendering himfelf for ever infamous Wherefore 
every one, who defigneth to make any folemn,Premif, 
ought ferionfly and very deliberately to confider what 
he is abofit, and to compute and calculate the Nature 
of-the Promife he is going to make, and of Him to 
whom he is going to dedicate it, maturely weighing it. 

: againft his dwn Safficiency and’ Ability, before bg pro- 
ceed too tar, by rafhly, inconfiderately, and irretrie- 
vably offendirfg his great Maker. But when once his 
Refolution is firmly fixed, then, indeed, let him con- 
firm it with fuch facred and inviolable Ties, that he 
may look upon the punctual Performance thereof, as 
the higheft of all Obligations; becaufe, in thofe 
Things, wherein Heaven and its mighty Lord are cen- 
cerned, there mu never be the leAf{t Pquivogation or 
Prevarication, but the naked’ Truth in all its Parity; 
fince, even in worldly Affairs, they are highly difpleae 
fing to God. 

It is the moft undoubted Sign of an unfeigned Virtue 
in that Perfon, who, while inthe Vigoursot his Youth, 
and bleffed with the Enjoyment of a perfect State of 
Health, fhutteth his Eyes againft the alluring Pleafures 
and Vanities of the World, purely to look upwards to- 
wards Heaven, and Divine Things; and who, with 
that only View, voluntarily depriveth himfelf of his 

. ‘ Aa4 Liberty, 
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iberty, by retiring into fome lonefome Sdlitude, re- 
pulfing all his Inchnations, and bridling and fubduin 
all his Appetites. Tiss is the Virtue which our Aa- 
lims, ex Teachers, fo highly xtol, applaud and ap- 
prove of; affirming, that it is moft grateful and ac- 
ceptable in the Sight of God: But, above all other 
good Works, thofe which they moft ofsall approye of, 
asmore fuperlativély meritorious than ll others what- 
dager, are Vows and Offerings made to Heaven, the 
I

which, they fay, caufe both God and Hy Angels to re- 
oice: And, in Effed, a {clemn Vow, dedicated and 
«addrefied to God, is fuperlatively meritorious, and to 
which nothingcis any ways comparable; provided 
that what the Tongue hath uttered, is firmly ground- 
ed in the Heart; and when, to confirm it, the Dedi- 
cator maketh ufe of a ftrenuous Vehemency, and.an 
urradicable Befolution; when all djs Senfes and Fa- 
culties are agreed, and ftrongly bent upon the Perfor- 
mance: Then it is, that the Action becometh megita- 
zioufly weighty ; then it is, the Maker of that Vow 
dif ingageth himfelf from the Snases:of the World and . 
the Fleth, and meritorioufly chargeth hintelf with 
that Obligation. It is, indeed, vewy true, that jt 
would be far better, if our Lives and Deportment 
were fuch, that: there might be no Neceflity for thete 
Sryals; but fince we are, through the Frailty of our 
Natural Difpofitions, {0 very brittle, and, by Confe- 
guence, liable to the fame Aptnefs to break, as-all 
other brittle Bedice are, we frequently fall afunder , 
and therefore, it is very requifite we fliould be fouldred 
and made whole by fuch Amendments. Yet let us do. 
our beft to avoid all Occafions, af making rafh and 
jnconfiderate Refolutions ; fuch always make our 
Vows gnd Qblations lefs weighty and, meritorious ; 
they being. extosted, as it were, by Force. . Seeing, 
therefore, that_we have. Leifure. and Opportunity 
offered.us.to' prevent thofe evil Confequences, Ict us 
not be the, Authors:of cur own Misfoptunes: But if 
va . wolme a owe 
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we make*juft ahd reafonable Vows, it is very j 
reafonable we fhould perform them, 

It cannot be difputed, but that Abdolmusalib, in the 
before mentioned Confroverfy, had fome fort of rsafon- 
able Provocgtion to at as he did. Who doubts, but 
that the Affront and Indignity offered him, was very 
grofs? Certainly he thought it fo; and shar even in 
‘the higheft Degree ; or elfe he could never have been 
prevailed with to»make fuclt a Vow, as the Offering 
to the Lord ase a Victim, the Life of one of his ovsn 
Children; a Life whichmuft of Neceflityobe fo dear 
to him, and which muft coft him fo much; and that 
only through the Refentment thofe grofs Expreflions 
gave him! In thofe Days, at Metca, and throughout 
ail-thofe Parts of the World, a Man who had no 
Ghildren, was looked upon with a very defpicable Eye, 
as one worthy of little, or no Regard; And for cer- 
tain, had his Antagonift known, or been able to have 
thought upor any Thing that would have been taken 
as a greater Affront, and have touched him more’to 
_ the Quicks #e wweuld, infallibly, have faid-its for, 
upon fifth Occasions, when Men are blinded with 
‘ Choler, theireAnger will generally provoke them to 
utter the worft of Words; nay, tho’ what they fay, * 
is rather.an Affront to him who fpeaketh, than to the 
Perfon-to whom they are directed, as it happened in 

the Cafe before us: For, to treat a Man who was held 
in fuch high Efteem as was Abdo/wutalib, in fo vile a 
Manner, and to give him fo grofs ‘Language, only for 
gecepting of what was his |jawful Right, his éwn Pa- 
.trimony of Inheritance, which kad, in fo dire aLLing 
been *tranfinitfed down to him from his Anceftors, 
was moft apparently the greateft and moft unpardon- 
able Piece*of Brutality ever heard of! Yet let that be 
as it will, or his Provocation ever fo grievous, to in- 
duce him to come to fo cruel a Refolution and: to 
oblige himfelf to take*fuck a violent Satisfaétion, «it 
was ftill exerting his Refentment by much. too far; . 
2 fitange Deregation, from his ih ati a 
. . . an 
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and Ssaeacity. Nothing could well be. a greater In- 
fiance of Temerity, than’ to rfake’a Vow of? Sacri- 
ficing a Life which was lone of his to offer, and which 
Was alfa Thing fo very uncert#in, as to the Perfor- 
trance. And in cafe he thould beable tb accomphfh 
his Promife, he left‘an Example of ‘his Cruelty antl 
Inhumaniy to his whole Polterity. An Example which 
ought fo caretully #0 be aypidec by all, but more par-" 
ticulerly by thofe whom'God hath placed upen Earth 
tocbe Precedents or Patterns for other’ s) whofe Office 
it rather is, to fet Examplesy whereby their Inferiors 
titay edify as being thofe, upon whofe AGions the 

“Eyes of the’ Vulgar are perpetually fixed, and to 
whom they are to appeal upon all Occafions. 


Abdalmutahh was now become the Father of Ten 
proper Sdns; moft of which, being full grown Men, 
were rfiarried, and very happily fettled in their own 
Families and Fftates, and fome had feveral Children. 
Anid«at the Time, when he took theygreateft Satis- 
faction in feeing them all tozether § wha the behold- 
ing them before his Eyes, afforded him thehigheft 
Joy.and Content ; at the very Time, which, that his 

“aft Promife was more out of his Thoughts, than ever 
it had been fince he made it; then it was, that, ac- 
cording to the natural Inftability of Worldly Affairs, 
with one Turn‘of Time's variable and inconftant 
Wheel, (thongh God is never unmindful’ of the 
Adtions of ‘his Friends, and, indeed; put it into his 
Mind, I the Glory of fuch'a Refignation’ fhould be 
inft).that folemn Vow he hed dedicated to the Supreine 
Magefty, returned afreth in his Memory; I mean, 
that of Sacrificing one of his Sons to the Lord, if he 
ever had the cempleat Number of Ten. © ‘ 

. . Upon this Recolle&tion of his Vow, though it gave 
him an exceffive Grief and Anguith of Soul, yet, with- 
out lofing a Moment’s Time, he immediately fet about 

' ityefor Delays\are never good ; but, in Matrers of fuch 

waNature us this, (t is:tlways beft to take vbem in Hand, 
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with all’ poffible Expedition. To this Intent, he fent 
for his beloved Sons, and when all the Ten were come 
into his Prefence, he made them an oper Declaration 
ot the Offering he Had vowed to the Lord. ? » 

When they heard this, they were all ina ftrange 
Confternation, remaining motionlefs and in deep 
Sufpence; hgznging down their Heads, with their Eyes 
fixed on the Ground, without moving their Tongues, 
for a confiderable while ; and then looking upon one 
another, witlf great Signs of inward Emotions, and 
Perturbations ot Mind»; For the Imago of Death, 
which feemed to be in the Midft of them, had intirely, 
ftagnated, and congealed their Biocd, and. difpirited 
them to fuch a Degree, that not ‘one of them returned 
the leaft Syllable in Anfwer to what their Father 
had faid; nor is it any Wonder they fhould.bs fo .

But after:.they had continued fo long mute, 
Abdallah, the Yoangeft sof them all, at length broke

following Reply.; ‘‘ Moft certain it is, my beloved’ 
“ Parent! that you have engaged your felf inj an 
“ Undertaking, that nome but you was ever heard to 
“have thought upon, in any Age? whatfoever: But 
“ fince'you have done it, and your Vow is pagt re- 
“ calling, therc remaineth nothtng now byt that you 
immediately go about it, and fhew your Obedience 
by accomplifhing what you have fo folemnly pso- 
mfifed to His Divinity, without any farther Delay : 
And may the Supreme Lord never permit, that, 
in any of us, there fhould be the leaft Sign of any 
Thing, but what may tend towards the Serving and 
Obeying you, in all-whatfoever you fhall pleafe to 
command or defire: We are, all Ten of us, your 

Sons; and we all refign to pay an intire Obedience

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at us: We are every one of us {fatiSfied and 
“ contented, and offer our Lives with an humble 
* and dutitukRefignation ; and I am the firft, who, 
“ foreali the reft, offer’ my dwn Throat to the

His Father, upon this, turned towards the others’, » 
to fee whether or no they approved of what had béén 
Taid; and they all, with ene Voice, anfwered in the‘ 
like «Terms, faying; “ Not only*One of us; but, 
“ef it be your Pleafure to command‘ us‘Al to die, 
“© we will snoft freely, moft ¢fncerely, and moft wil- 

_“dingly refign our Lives. ” . 

The pious Father, was fo highly, pleafed: and com- 
forted at the great Dutifulnefs and Humility of this’ 
Reply, as likewife, at the noble Generofity and Re- 

.. foluting they expreffed, in fo frankly offgring their 
Lives, without fhewing the leaft Weaknefs or Fear, 
that, with his Eyes all drowned in Tears of Tender- 
nefs and Affection, he poured out’a Thoufaid ande 
Thoufand Benediétions.upon them, and faid, “ My 
* dear Children; Since your $ubmifiion and Refigna- 
** tion 1s fo exemplary and {pontaneous, and you give 
“me fuch Encouragement to proceed intmy Detign, 
“+ my Defire is, That to morrow, early in the Mor- 
foning, you purify your Bodies with the, neceflary 
““ Wafhings, cloath yourfélves in new Garments, 
“ and recommeng yourfelves to God, as if you were 
““ going to leave the World: Také your Léaves of 
** your Mothers, avd let thofe among you who are 
* the Fathers of Children,. take Leave of them like- 
““ewife, and then repair to the Holy Temple ; where, 
“ ¢hat neither of you may think himfelf injured, ox 
“ partially dealt,withal, you fhall caft Lots; and he. 
“upon whom ét is God’s Pleature the Lot fhall fal), 
“ Him. it fhall be, from among the reft, who fhall be 
* the chofen Vidtim for the Sacrifice ,” Which they all ° 
willingly agreed to, and very pundtually obferved. 
. ‘at Breakeof Day Abdolmuralib arofe, and began to 


prepare for‘what hehadrefolved npon. He firft of all

wafhed tis Body, put on his beéft Apparel, adornedhim- 
felf with many precioas Relicks of the Ancient Patri- 
archs and Prophets, perfornted his Devotions, re-~ 


commending himfelfto his Creator; and theh, being. 






provided with a keen Weapon, of Indian Temper and - 


Vabrick, he went forth in order to’put his Undertakin 
in Execution, ealling upon his Sons to tollow him, who i 
eimmediately came out at the firft’Gall, and prefented 
themfelyes beforeetheir Father, except Abdallab, who 
ftayed behind; Not thatehe was in the leaft backwardeor 
unwilling to come, but avas detained by the forrowful 


afflicted fatima his Mother, who could by no Means Be , 


prevailed ppon to part with hime e*At length he en- 
deavoured to force himfelf out, fhe ftill hanging hpon, 
and embracing him, and he, that he might get loofe 
and dif-ingage himfelf from her, unkindly deniad and 
refufed thofe teader Demonftrations of Maternal 
Love and «Affection, though fo exceffively moving, 
that they avere enough to mollify the very Rocks. 
“* Let me go, faid he to her, to my Father, who is

of Ntgligence, or deem me to be a Pufilanimous,

Thou, who wertewont, with only looking upon thee, 
to alleviate «all my Rains, all my Sorrow and my 
Difcgntent, ‘and nove thy Sight affordeth me no- 
thing but mortal Affliaion, Grief-and Defpaiet , 
This unhappy Day putteth an Knd to all my Com- 
fort and Joy, and-is the Begitining of my Anguifh, 
my Bitternefs, and my Woe; ‘fince, from this) - 
> wretched fatal Minute, my Byeaft can nevern.amere 
be’capable of hoping for the leaft Glifnpfe of Reff 
or Confola¢jon! ThisDay Mecca willbe deprived of 
“ its Lumifaty! This Day it will be invelved in Darke 
nefs For when it no longer ghjoyeth thy Light, it 
muff, of necefisty, becovered with Clouds gf Ob- 
feuri@y ! Let thofe who are in her Walls accompany 
me, this cruel Day, in my Tears and Lamenta- 
tions, and let the Inhabitants of Places far and neag ° 
repair hither, to be Witnefles of my_unutteralfle 
* Grief! © my Child! for whofe Ranfom I would 
freely Yacrifice my own" Life, w@re it valuable 
enough to redeem thine, or would it do thee any 
Service! But alas!’ I do but, by vainly g¢orming 
effectlefS Chimeras, wifh.1 could apply*a Re 
medy; for I fee, by ne human Means, how, oF 
“ which Way* I can deliver thee! My Eyes {hall 
“ flow with watry Floods of Brune, as lo 
“as thofé Membranes which coves them thal

* From thit Day I bid*ddiexz to all Comfort, and re- 
“ nounce every Spark of Joy ;*fince all that I have

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p « hitherto enjoyed, from hence-forwatds, will be the 
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* Subject of my eternalj/Anguif™ ' : 

Thus f{pakethe difcoufolate Fatima, weeping all the 
while, without Intermiffion, as fi in Reality her Son 
had been maffacred in her very Sight. Abdolmutalib, 
likewife, was fo dillolved, as we may fay, in Tor: 
rents of bitter Tears, that he we/red cway tke Wax 
in the Heat : Nor js it to be wondered at, that Tears 
vented with fo much Ardency, fheuld reduce him to 
fugh a Softnefs. But at laft he refelyed upon de- 
parting, «nthout farther Delay, or fuffering himfelf, 
ts be detained-any longer, by giving Ear to Weeping 
and Complaints; znd fo, ordering his Son to come 
after’ him, they went jnto the Street, tctlowed by the 
forrowful Fatima; clofe behind them. Like an Ewe from 
wkow. her tender Lamb hath been fnatched away, 


’ and is fhewtd to her at a Diftance, juft fo did’ this

afficted Mother run after them, overwyelmed with 
Floods of Tecrs, and fo confounded, that fhe fcayce 
knew what fhe did, her very Garmentel being a 
‘Trouble to her, fhe trampling upon them as fhe went 
along. % 
The News of this great Incident was soon dilperfed 
throughout Mecca, and all the circymyacent Country, 
ard all who heard it repaired thither ; infomuch, that 
fuch prodigious Numbers of People flocked to be Spécta- 
tors of that Tragical Scene, that the City wads much 
toofmall to contain them. Nor did the Sages and 
Divinerg,oi that pecverfe Generation of People, the 
Fews, with Multitudes,of their Followers, fail to be 
there; That accurfed Race} who were continually in- 
venting treacherous Snares and Practices againit the . 
Lord’s Evleéffed Pofleffors of the Light , and that be- 
caufe thofe impious Traytors were ever apprehenfive, 
andfiad fure Grounds of their Suipicron, that the true 
Lord and Poffeffor of that Sacred Light, would over-. 
throw and abolifh their falfe'Se&t. And the more, 
becaufe amongft their ancient Relicks, thofe wicked 
Magicians had yeferved a Shirt which had been ip:

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“ped it Rie Blood of the Righteous (2) Yabia, coffcern- 
ing which their Wri€ngs mde mention, That when-

“[hefe ToRens were manifeitly fhewn them at the

they were Poll¥ convinctd, that their Ruin and Perdi- 
tion was at Hand. Fof this Reafon they*had affem- 
bled together all their ftouteft Warriors from all the 
Cities andslowns in the Country? afid, upon-Conful- 
tation, had firmly refolved, and given exprefs Orders 
to deftroy the Ligbt, by killing Addallab, when and 
wWhere-ever ghey could find a favourable Ogcafions-Amd 
with that perfididus bloody Defign, after which they 
fo much 'th{sfted, they were now came to Mecca, 
upan heating the News of this Sacrifice? to fee whether 
or no ityoul de fall to his Lot to become the Victim ; 
and to further whfth, they had privately offered vaft 
Sums of Money, and prodigions rich Prefents of Jewels 
and other valuable Things. é 
Abdolmutalib wes now come to the Temple, pre- 
ceded by his Ten Sons, and gave Orders, that the 
Lots, according to the Cuftom ot thofe Times, thould 
be brought him, which he delivered*into the Hands 
of the Perfon appointed for that Office. and then gave 
him the Charge of his Caildren.”

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foughf God to accept of this his Sacrifice, With the 
fame Pleafure as hé offerad it, and that it might be as 
grateful in His Sight, 4¢ he defired it fhould. He 
likewif implored the Almighty$ that his Son Abd- 
allcéh might be exempted from the fatal Lot, and that 
it might rather fall upon any other of the Nine. Ands 
indeed, this was what gave him the greateft Difquier, 
becaufe he bore him a tenderer AffeGticn, than he 

fhould have done to Fifty Sons, had he had fo many. 
Having ended his Prayer, he departed fran the holy 
Rails (whieh all the while lu had been embracing) 
and calling out aloud to the Perfon who had the Lots, 
*he bad him do his-Office, without Delay. The Cafe ot 
this lous and venerable Perfonage, was at that Jun- 
Cure, certainly very extraordinary, and, as we may 
term jt, as if he had been put to publick Sale; fo in 
* tirely were thie Thoughts and Eyes ef the Whole Mul- 
titude taken up with his Concerns: Far that vaft 
Concourfe of People were all crouding around the f{ya- 
cious Portico of the Tymple, impatiently waiting the 
Refult of this gecat Affuir, and the coming out of him 
whom Chance fhoujd have condemned to be the fiffering 
Vidim. That numerous Congrégation was compofed 
“of his Relations, Friends and Well-wifhers, as alfo of 
abgndance of his invidious Enemies and Perfecutors,

To behold the lovelieft fpright- 
lieft Youth that Nature had ever formed, juft ready , 
to have the fatal Stecl applied to his delitate Throat, 
and that in his tendereft and moft fromifing Bloom! 
Bur, what fhall we fay of his Mother,. When fhe is 
at laft cleatly convinced thaf all thoie racking Fears 
. afid Doubts, which till then were but uncertain Sufpi- 
cions, are now but%po heart-breaking Truths; who 
is now fo plainly confirmed in what before fhe only 
dreaded, and feefh the whole Myftery unravelled be- 
fore her Eyeg?
